SLAYER 
BLOCKED LAW

bis confession of the murder of 


Justice ‘Must Wait Until 
Mid-October, Says 
Hoyne. 


Thomas R. Fitzgerald will not go 
to trial for the murder of Janet Wil- 
kinson before the middle of October. 

This was the statement of State’s 
Attorney Hoyne last night. 

A law, quoted by the Supreme court 
in the Bopp case, stands between the 
cannes slayer and an immediate 

trial, the state’s attorney explained. 
he provides he cannot to.trial until 
after the Supreme court is in session.

MURDER OF JANET 
WILKINSON. 


Fitzgerald, man of perverted life, 
thirty-nine years old, has confessed that he mur- 
dered the child, Janet Wilkinson. Every eircum- 
‘stance of the crime was horrible, from the motive 
and the manner to the agony ‘caused by the con- 
cealment of it. 

The man had enough shrewdness, if not intelli- 


he had been arrested and convicted before of a 


other instanees in which he had offended. 

The cgmmunity, abhorring such crimes more 
than any others, rtlow demands the swift punish- 
ment.of the murderer and pervert and inquires 
what it can ‘do to proteet children expen other per- 
verts ang possible murderers. 

Fitzgerald is in custody with a clear case against 
him. He was sane enough to spend thirty-nine 
years without getting into the ingane asylum. He 
was intelligent enough to protect himself abeut as 
well as any murderer could have done. Conse- 
quently there will be a general opinion that he is 
sane enough to be hanged. i

in‘ what respect a murder was not a murder. . 

In'this case there is a demand for quick action. 
It may not lead to the gallows but the demand 
is for punishment which will be exemplary, which 

will be valuable as a deterrent. 

In eur opinion justice is exemplary’ when it is 
dispassionate. A deterrent is not best found in 
spasmodic action, in the selection of a conspicvous 
case for conspicuous action, but in the steady and 
inexorable process by which all criminals are 
brought to trial and punishment. 

A display of energy in one case, purposely high 
lighted against a background of slow and falter- 
ing judicial procedure, may arise out of a public 
. hysteria which does the law no good. . Fitzgerald 
should have a fair trial and what the publie calls a 
speedy one. So should all murderers and eriminals. 
Between the lynch law and laggard justice there 


definitely relates the punishment to the crime. 
The very fact that there is a demand for excep- 
tional methods ‘in this case is in the nature of a re- 
proach. If our processes worked properly in all 
eases tite city would know that Fitzgerald’s pun- 
ishment would be exemplary because the entire 
system was exemplary.

I wrote to the secretary of the navy 
and also the instirance bureau in Wash- 
ington, D. C., about his insurance, but 
have no reply. 

Am I not entitled to his belongings, his 
back pay and his insurance? I am his 
only living parent. 


As you have notified the bureau of your 
son's death, the insurance matter will be in- 
vestigated at ones. The insurance will be 
paid to whomsoever the boy destennted as his. 
beneficiary. 

When a man enlists in the navy he names 
on his application as the “ next of kin” the 
person to whom the personal effects are to 
be sent in case of his death. That person, 
would also get his back pay. In case the 
man named ‘some outsider the members of 
his family could file a claim with the gov- 
ernment for it. You do not mention in your 
letter whether or not there are any brothers 
or sisters who could be named as the bene- 
ficiary of either his insurance or recipient 
of his personal effects.
